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Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-9, 16-26, 33-40 and 47-53 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that all claims can be searched simultaneously. 
This is not found persuasive because method and apparatus are statutorily distinct categories of 
invention. Therefore, there is no reason why a search for apparatus must include a search for the 
method as well. Claims 10-15, 27-32, 41-46 and 54-59 withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement.
